Gasoline Explosion Hurls the Body 
of One Into the Sea—Nine 
Are Saved.

BOSTON, Mass., July 12,—Refusing to 
leave his vessel Capt. John’ Thomas, 
master “of the five-masted ‘schooner 
George P.. Hudson went to the bottom 
with her. when. she was struck by the 
steamship Middlesex ott Great Round 
Shoal, northward of Nantucket Tstand, 
in a thick fog on Saturday night. Two 
sailors also were lost. 

The Middlesex was bound from Bos- 
ton ‘to Norfolk and the Hudson «from 
Philadelphia to Boston with a load of 
coal. The steel bow of the steamer 
struck deep into the wooden vessel.” In 
two. minutes the schooner had sunk. The 
schooner was struck just aft of her fore- 
castle where her. donkey engine stood. 
The gasoline tank was close, at hand. 
As ‘the ‘big schooner swept away. from 
the steamship there was an explosion 
which toré the vessel's side open; She 
sank at. once...Capt. Thomas stood on 
the’ deck.

Shortly after this the daughter and 
her husband became tired of the land 
of their adoption and made up their 
minds to repatriate themselves in Ger- 
many, <Accordingly they packed up 
their personal belongings, and; with 
the body of the mother, once more ap- 
peared in Breslau. Meanwhile the 
difficulty with the proprietors of the 
cemetery -was composed, and at last 
the much- traveled body was con- 
signed to the tomb. But even now it 
is not to be left in peace. The restless 
couple decided that after all the New 
World _was better than the Old, and 
resolved to. recross the Atlantic once 
more, taking :with them the body of 
the mother, ;

ATLANTIC CAN BE CROSSED 


But Machine That Does It, He De-| 


clares, "Must-Have Three Engines 
—His Story of His Flight. 


Special Cable to THe New YORK TIMBE- 

BERLIN, July 12.—Reinhold Boehm, 
the German aviator who at Johannis- 
thal* yesterday achieved the ‘feat of 
flying continuously. for 24 hours and 
12 minutés, gives the: following de- 
scription of his record flight: 

“IT employed an ordinary army Al- 
batress biplane, fitted with six-cylin- 
der’ seventy-five horse power Mer- 
cedes engines and carrying 132 gallons 
of petrol, It was the same ma- 
chine. in which Landman’s record of 
21 hours and 49 minutes in the air 
was made on June 28. My provisions 
consisted of a vacuum bottle filled 
with cold milk, séveral packets of choc- 
olate, and a few cakes. 

“Despite my heavy load, I ascended 
‘easily’ and in order to save petrol. flew 
slowly around the aerodrome at ‘first, 
not going higher than 300 feet. As the 
night wore on and the signals flamed 
out I went. higher, and for an hour or 
two I left Johannisthal, flying across 
Berlin and Potsdam. . 

“I. returned to the aerodrome at 
midnight and resumed my weary cir- 
cuit. How many rounds I made no- 
body knows. I was now between 900 
and 1,300 feet up: The air became so 
sticky and hot. at. midday yesterday 
that I felt it was necessary to go 
higher; s0 I navigated to a height of 
between 6,000. and 7,500 feet. 

“ When I had been up twenty hours 
I decided to descend to a lower plane, 
and by easy spirals came: down to a 
height of about 1,000 feet. Then I kept 
oh going till I had accomplished what 
I. intended: to do... I must have. -cov- 
ered roundly 1,350 miles, as my speed 
averaged 4714 miles an hour through- 
out, 

“The engine was working. perfectly 
at the finish, and if I had had enough 
petrol I could easily have flown. an- 
other twelve hours. I finished fresher 
than I started, although I was on duty 
for twelve hours without rest before 
I-went up. ; 

“It seems to me that the Atlantic 
flight for: The London Daily Mail’s 
$50,000 prize ‘is sure to be accom- 
plished soon. It is only a case of suf- 
ficiently powerful machine. No ma- 
chine, in my. opinion, will be practica- 
ble ‘which ‘contains fewer than three

AIRBOAT MAKES TWO FLIGHTS. 


“ Best in a Fortnight,” Says Porte 
—*" Promising,” Asserts Curtiss. 
Special to The New York Times, 
HAMMONDSPORT, N. Y.; July 12.— 
With a load of about 1,300 pounds Roa- 
man Wanamaker’s flying boat, the 
America, planed easily to-day and lift- 
ed itself gracefully out of the water. 
After a flight of about 45 seconds at the 
rate of 60 miles an hour, it descended 
again, plowed» through the water as a 
motor boat for a while and then flew 

again for a few hundred yards.

“This is the best ‘she has done in a 
fortnight,” he said, “We are getting 
on the right track now.’ 

A ‘piece. of wood hardly larger than a 
stick .of stove-wood, floating on the 
surface of Lake Keuka, tore off one 
of the hydro-planing fins and put a stop 
to the trial. 

The America started out this morning 
with a hydro-planing board: about four 
inches wide extending from the bows 
almost the length of the hull and with 
two fins fourteen’ feet long extending 
Lieut. Porte rode after the 
America in a motor boat to observe the 
action of thé new fins.,, There were only 
‘three persons ih. the boat. Glenn. Cur- 
tis carried ‘with him, Walter Chase, an 
expert designer’ of ‘planing. boats. from 
Bayonhe and Lieut.

/EUGENIE REVISITS PALACE. 


Aged ex-Empress Saddened by the 
Changes at Fontainebleu. 

Special Cable_to THE New YORK Times. 

PARIS, July 12.—The former, Em- 
press Eugenie, now 88 years’ old, 
widow of Napoleon III. who left 
Paris today to return to her residence 
in. Farnborough, Hampshire, paid a 
visit two days ago to the scene of her 
former: pomp and glory, the Palace of 
Fontainebleu. The Imperial Court of 
France often was in residence there, 
and the magnificent pile and the won- 
derful gardens, laid out. by Le Notre, 
must have evoked’ in the ‘aged’ Em. 
press, who. fled. to England:in 1870 
after the collapse of the empire, many 
reminiscences of the time when, she 
was: renowned as the most beautiful 
woman in Europe. 

The Empress was conducted over 
the palace by the curator, 
Parbes. She seemed keenly interested 
and not a little saddened at the many 
changes which time and democratic 
rule had wrought in the interior, of 
the palace. 

“Oh! ” she suddenly exclaimed = to 
one of her companions, “that is my 
casket,” and pointed to a superbly 
carved ivory box. M. des Parbes in- 
formed. the Empress that it was 
known as “the casket of Anne of 
Austria.” 

“ That may be,” was the reply, “ but it 
was given to me filled with gloves and 
fans by the Emperor for my marriage.” 

The Empress then visited the apart- 
ment formerly used as the Imperial 
dining room. Stopping before a re- 
cess she asked the curator what had 
become of Benvenuto’s painting of 
“Diana” which ‘used-to hang there. 
He replied that it was at the Louvre. 

“ Well, then, it ought to be returned 
to you,” she said. Walking through 
the gardens of the palace she mur- 
mured rather sadly as she passed be- 
fore the lake known as Letang des 
Carpes, “ Alas, my — is no longer 
there.” 


MARCONI BOARD EXPLAINS. 


Profits Affected. by Financial-Con- 
ditions, Report Says—Praise Nally.

» LONDON, July 12.—In the report of 
the Marconi Wireless Telegraph Com- 
pany for 1913, just issued, the Direc- 
tors express their, regret that the 
business of the year. should not have 
shown more immediate profits. The 
existing financial conditions, they 
state, caused many foreign Govern- 
ments to defer the placing of orders 
that were expected. 

It has been resolved to discontinue 
pubHshing the particulars of shares 
held: by the company, the Directors 
holding the opinion that, it is. preju- 
dicial to the interests. of the company 
that such information should be made 
public. 

Reference is made to the slow prog- 
ress made with the erection of six 
high-power stations for the British 
Jovernment. An additional staff has 
been engaged and trained in anticipa- 
tion; at considerable expense, but 
nearly a year has passed and the 
board realizes that the slow progress 
which the company has been permit- 
ted to make seriously prejudices’ the 
company’s interests. Much work has 
been done by the company, and a 
substantial sum of money expended, 
for which no return has been received 
during the past year. : 

The report also says considerable 
difficulty was experienced in obtain- 
ing the services of a man with ‘the 
knowledge and ability needed for the 
direction of the American company. 
Lack of such a man rendered the busi- 
ness less profitable than it otherwise 
would have been. The Directors be- 
lieve that Edward J. Nally, who was 
eventually appointed, will fill the posi- 
tion satisfactorily.

MILAN, July 12.\— Tiepolo’s four 
famous masterpieces of art, the smug- 
gling of which from the Negrotto 
Palace, in Genoa, to Paris caused a 
great sensation In. the art ‘world 
in 1912, were again heard of yesterday 
in the Genoese courts. Mrs. Bmma 
Carter, the only representative of the 
incriminated family who had the cour- 
age to face the music, was ordered to 
pay fines amounting to $42,500, as 
well as the costs of the trial. 

In 1909 overtures were made for the 
private sale of these paintings, ich 
depict love scenes between Rinaldo 
and’ Armida, described in Tasso’s 
“Jerusalem Delivered.” | Indeed,’ the 
Carters had contracted with the Lon- 
don art dealer Sully to sell them. for 
$60,000 when the Italian Government 
pounced down upon them to prevent 
the: exportation of the’ pictures. 

The Carters thereupon put.the value 
of the pictures as low as $4,000 each. 
The agents of the Fine Arts Ministry 
in Rome then tried their best, but in 
vain, to obtain this’ bargain, and it 
was proved in 1912, when’ $30,000 was 
offered on behalf of the State and) re- 
fused, that the estimate had not been 
made'in good faith. 

The Tiepolos were soon. afterward 
sold to an American for $31,000, and 
a few weeks later the Parisian anti- 
quary Sedelmayer was exhibiting: the

LONDON, July 12—Sir Joseph 
Beecham, who a few days ago ac-|} 
quired Mallaby-Deeley’s interest in the 
Duke. of Bedford’s Covent Garden 
estate; announces that he has trans- 
fe his interest to Alexander Law- 
son Ormrod, a member of the firm of 
Lawson & Ormrod, stock brokers, of 
Manchester, who, it was. stated at the 
time of the purchase from  Mallaby- 
Deeley, would be associated “with Sir 
Joseph in the deal. Mr. Ormrod when 
interviewed said the whole business 
was private and he could not discuss 
questions of price. 

This is the third time within seven 
months that the Covent Garden estate 
has changed ownership. The price

It will not be less than 625,000,000 bush- 
els, and’ this is a conservative estimate, 
which is fully 100,000,000 bushels more 
than the yield of 1913,. which in turn 
was the largest up to that date, 

The promise of cotton last season 
Was great at this time, and no. one 
could foresee that far-reaching and long 
lasting drought which blighted the. brill- 
jant prospects of a record-breaking 
yield in Texas and Oklahoma. Both 
this year and last the oats crop will be 
shorter than the yield of 1912, because 
of dry weather in the Spring, yet there 
will still be a large crop. Of the lesser 
grains and the secondary crops the 
promise this season is greater than 
last. This is particularly true of such 
grains as barley, rye, and the sorghum 
grains; such as Kafir corn and Milo 
maize; also of alfalfa. While the early 
hay crop, has been hurt in some of the 
dry sections—more particularly in -“Mis- 
souri and Southern Illinois—yet because 
of recent rains there is much reason 
to believe — the yield this year will 
exceed that of last. 

Up to June 30 the: corn crop—the 
most important of all—was in a critical 
condition in all of Missouri, Southern 
Illinois, Southern Indiana, and a greater 
part of Kentucky and Tennessee. Since 
then there have been abundant rains

A VANISHING PARTY. 

In North Dakota the. Progressive 
Party. failed to hominate a State 
ticket, because it had fallen short of 
the number: of votes necessary to se- 
cure a place on the official ballot. 
To-nominate.a candidate, .it is. neces- 
sary, under . the. law, .that..a’ party 
must’ have at least 25.per cent. of the: 
vote cast for its candidate at the last 
previous election, and the North 
Dakota Progressives could get only 
2,480 votes. So they were ruled out. 

In Minnesota, which went for 
RoOOsevELT in 1912, the Progressives 
face a similar danger.

PERPETUAL MOTION IN VOTING.

Ledger, “ are worn out with repeated 
** elections, special and general. In 
‘truth, there has been too much 
“ changing of laws and charters, and 
“of the Constitution of this State. 
“(We are at-it nearly all the time.” 
The Seattle Post-Intelligencer says 
that few of the debates on the char- 
ter attracted as many as fifty people, 
‘more of them only a baker's dozen. 

Over across the line in Oregon, the 
home’ of direct legislation,.there are 
signs that this constant round of vot- 
ing is-more’than flesh and blood can 
bear. They are talking now of hold- 
ing only one_election upon nomina- 
tions by petition as a way out of the 
interminable labyrinth. In North Da- 
kota, too, there is muttering against 
the constant disturbance of busi- 
ness and the multiplicity of elections.

TITANIC SUITS IN ENGLAND. 

Judge Hanp has permitted the 
claimants of damages due to the sink- 
ing of the Titanic to withdraw their 
suits in American courts and to. seek 
redress in England. The American 
admiralty law permits a recovery of 
damages limited by the value of the

sank. Under English. law the owners 
of the Titanic may ‘have to. pay

man laws also differ on the question 
of maritime liability. a 

England is a great owner. of ships. 
It recognizes the fact that’a company 
no longer stakes all in.a single ven· 
ture; that modern steel ships do not 
incur the risks of the old wooden sail- 
ing vessels; that voyages formerly of 
months are matters now of days, and 
that the shipowner, by prescribing 
routes, sets of signals, and close com- 
munication by .wireless, can control 
his ship even after it falls below the 
horizon. almost as completely as rail- 
road managers control their trains. 
International agreements already coy- 
er many of our laws of the sea. It, 
is of the first ‘importance that the 
chief maritime nations should agree 
upon rule that would equitably. gov- 
ern the ‘financial. responsibility: of 
owners of ships ‘that ‘are wrecked 
through negligence. Doubtless the 
subject will: have attention when the 
postponed Brussels conference is held.

BIG OWNERS OF TIMBER. 
“(That 1,694 timber owners hold in 
fee 105,600,000 acres, over one-twen- 
tieth of the land area of the United 
States from Canada to Mexico, is 
revealed in the maps published to- 
day by the Commissioner of Corpora- 
tions at Washington, the first ever 
made of extensive forest holdings. 
They show that the areas of con- 
centrated ownership. contain 755,000,- 
000,000 ‘feet of lumber, one-third ot 
all-privately owned in the country. 
The few enormous holdings combined 
are four-fifths the size of France and 
more: than two and. one-half. times 
the area of the New England States. 
Their concentration in a few hands 
is due, Commissioner Davizs says, to 
“Javish land grants” and “ loose, ill- 
enforced land laws.” 

At a time when the policy of the 


jinhabitants was to destroy natural 


resources, not to conserve them, the 


Speculators who got. the timber land. 


were the.only conservers. They fore- 
saw the vast increase in value of this 
land of which Commissioner Davrzs 
speaks so eloquently. Timber would 
have ‘been more scarce and dearer 
than it is had they not stepped.in and 
prevented the. land from being cut 
‘and burned over for the purposes . -of 
grazing and tilling. The land grants. 
were lavish and the laws-could. haye 
been ‘better enforced. Much can still 
be done to recover grants of disputed: 
title and to require proper forestry 
even of privately owned timber. As 
it stands it does not represent a loss 
to the community. Enlightened self- 
ishness may yet harmonize with. the 
public interest in its conservation.
